IDF ready for 


pullback today 
in δ. Lebanon

Israeli front-line forces in 
southeastern Lebanon last night 
began to dismantie thelr ont- 
posts in preparation for their 
pollback from that area this 
evening. 

This will be the firat of a two-stage 
pardal withdrawal from Southern 
Lebanon, which Israel seized three 
weeks ago in an operation aimed at 
ousting Palestinian terrorists from 
the northern border region. 

The second stage, affecting the 
northern part of the central sector, 
will take place on Friday. . 

Israel's total withdrawal fro: 
Southern Lebanon will depend on the 
effective deployment of the United 
Nations Interim Force in Lebanon — 
UNIFIL — and the implementation 
of meaaures aimed at preventing the 
return of terrorists to the area. 

Today's will be a sort of ‘test’ 
withdrawal from a Hmited area 
north of Marjayoun, where the UN 
Norwegian contingent has been 
policing the cease-fire line. The UN 
command has undertaken to stand 
up to terrorist infiltration attempts, 
and UNIFIL's commanding officer, 
Maj.-Gen. Emmanuel Erskine, has 
ordered his troops to use their 
‘weapons, if necessary, to keep peace 
along the cease-fire lines. 

UNUDFIL's task is formally centred 
on “confirming Israel's pullback’ 
from Southern Lebanon and helping 


the Lebanese government restore {ts 
authority and sovereignty there. 

The overall commander of UN 
troops in the Middie East, Gen, En- 
sio Siflasvuo, held talke in 
Beirut with Lebanese Chief of Staff 
Gen. Victor Khoury. No statement 
on the discussions was issued. Gen. 
Sillasvuo, who {s based in 
Jerusgiem, has been having almost 
round-the-clock consultations with 
Israeli officials. - 

Reports from Beirut seid that 
reconstructed units of the Lebanese 
army, which virtually disintegrated 
during Lebanon's civil war, were 
scheduled to move south and join UN 
troops in overseeing Israei‘s 
pullback. The same reports sald that 
engineering teams have slready 
been dispatched by the Lebanese 
government to repair war- 
devastated water and electricity 
grids in the areas to be evacuated by 
Israe). 

French, Norwegian, Iranian and 
Swedish UN contingents yesterday 
reported no significant violations of 
the cease-fire, as calm reigned along 
the Litani River truce line. 

Sporadic sniper fire waa reported 
in Beirut itself, where overnight 
fighting between two Christian and 
Moslem suburbs in the south of the 
city claimed three civilian lives. 
‘Reports said that a quarrel between 
two men mounted into full-scale 
clashes between residents of the two 
suburbs. 


UN Council awaits Israel withdrawal

NEW YORK. — The Security Coun-

A spokesman for the Lebanese 
government was quoted by newsmen 
as saying that Beirut had alre: 
been assured cooperation from “811 
parties involved" in the southern 
Lebanese conflict to ensure safe 
passage for the returning refugees.

The spokesman said that Beirut 
would work in concert with the UN 
and the International Red Cross as 
well as other groups to provide 
transportation and food for refugees 
leaving thelr makeshift camps to 
return south. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organization reported from Sidon 
that it had completed the repatria- 
tion of some 40,000 refugees who fied 
three camps near the beleaguered 
coastal town of Tyre.

Irma Lindlieim, veteran Zionist, at 91 


Irma Lindheim, veteran Zionist 
activist and member of Kibbutz 
Mishmar Haemek, died yesterday. 
She was 91. 

Born in New York to a wealthy, 
assimilated, third-generation, 
German-American and anti-Zionist 
family on December 9, 1886, Irma’s 
life-long for Zion began on 
the day the Balfour Declaration was 
issued on November 2, 1917. 


To improve her knowledge and to 
assist her in her work as a speaker 
and organizer of the New York 
Zionist Organization, she combined 
her studies at Columbia University 
with the Jewish Institute of Religion 
and graduated from both in 1925, The 
same year she arrived here for her 
first visit to attend the opening of 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem and 
described her impressions in her 
first book, “The Immortal Adven- 
ture." 

After her return to America in 
1928, when Henrietta Szold, by then 
firmly settled in Israel, announced 


husband died, leaving her with five 
children. She astonished her 
Hadassah associates by relin- 
quishing the life of a wealthy New 
York widow to immigrate here and 
settle on Kibbutz Mishmar Haemek, 
where she lived ever since. 
Honorary Vice-President of 
Hadassah aince 1942, an of 
the League for Labour Palestine, 
and honorary life member of the 
Zionist Executive, she continued to 
defend pioneering and life in kibbuts 
before all those who claimed that the 
spirit of early pioneers was fading in 
Israel She served ax spiritual men- 
tor of the Hashomer Hatzair youth 
movement in the U.S. for many 
years. 

It was as a grandmother and jn her 
late seventies that Irma embarked 
on what she has named “Operation 
Jewish Survival,” the main aim of 
which was to equip American Jewish 
mothers and grandmothers with the

Leningrad man 
gets 15 years 
for treason 


MOSCOW. — A Leningrad man has 
been sentenced to 15 years in a 
labour camp for treason after being 
found guilty of passing information 
to 4 foreign intelligence service, a 
court official said yesterday. 
Treason can carry the death penalty 
in the Soviet Union. : 

The man, Leonid Lubman, 41, was 
convicted at a Leningrad trial which 
ended on March 18. 

Lubman, whose name suggests he 
is Jewish, was accused of passing 
classified information to an Italian 
woman, named only as Gabrielli, 
who was studying Russian at a 
Leningrad institute, Tass reported. 

The Soviet news agency said 
Gabrielli was sent to the Soviet 
Union by N,T.S., an anti-Soviet Rus- 
sian emigre organization based in 
Western Europe. 

Lubman's reports were found on 
her during a customs check when 
she was leaving the country from 
Moscow's Shefemetyevo airport last 
August 11, Tass said. There was no 
indication of what happened to her. 

The case had not been previously 
disclosed in contrast to frequent 
comment in the official press on the 
case of dissident Anatoly 
Shcharansky who was arrested more 
than a year ago for investigation of 2 
treason charge. (Reuter, UPI)

bloody attack in which his five 
bodyguards were killed by extremist 
Red Brigades terrorists. 

The kidnapping case appears ta be 
reaching a decisive point after the 
latest letter from the ruling Chris- 
tian Democratic Party president 
reportedly arrived on Saturday.

Tt is a fact that after rather long 
deliberations, which admittedly 
tackled many questions, the con- 
ference only passed the decision on 
calling another meeting in Madrid, 
in 1980, as well as some other 
meetings of lesser importance. 
Nothing concrete was decided as to 
the implementation of the Helsinki 
documents. That is precisely the 
reason why we believe that the con- 
ference failed to reach its goal and 
regard its results as unsatisfactory. 

Considering the emerging situa- 
tion we believe that all the states, all 


: the democratic forces, the peoples 


themselves ought to step up their ef- 
forts in order to enforce the im- 
plementation of the Helsinki 
documents and to continue the 
course toward détente: I must say 
frankly, however, that I regard the 
notion: of .détente as rather inap- 
propriate. Actually what we need is 
not a policy of relaxation and 
assuagement, but rather an inten- 
sified struggle for new, democratic 
relations among states based on equal 
rights, Steady efforts aid Vigilaiice are 
needed on the part of the peoples so that 
new, democratic relations are built inthe 


(At Belgrade Rumania cam- 
paigned energetically, but un- 
successfully, for the adoption of 
more stringent controls and 
restrainis in the military field: 
movement of armies, advance war- 
ning of manoeuvres etc. D.L.) 

Q: Have you been disappointed 
because your own efforts for broader 
international cooperation might not 
have been matched by other coun- 
tries? Has Belgrade shown that the 
advance toward the goals you have 
been upholding is not fast enough? 

A: One‘can hardly talk of disap- 
pointment since very radical and 


. very rapid changes have been 
‘wrought’ in international: affairs, 


which have considerably altered the 
‘world balance of forces. The fact has 
been brought into broad spotlight 
that the peoples are playing an in- 
creasingly important part in inter- 
national life, and that the principles 
of equality, sovereignty and non- 


-interference in internal affairs, 


renunciation of the use’or‘threat of 
force are now the only ones that are 
likely to provide a basis for new 
relations and to guarantee each na- 
tion the opportunity to develop in 
freedom, according to ita own will. 

It is true that Belgrade, just like 
other conferences, brought to the 
fore the existence of strong con- 
tradictions, which have, in fact, 
become stronger of late, between 
various states and groups of states, 
stemming especially from policies of 
spheres of influence, from policies of 
international domination, In a cer- 
tain sense we would regard that 
situation as normal, since inter- 
national affairs cannot be a one-way 
stream. International developments 
have their own ebbs and tides. But 
notwithstanding 811 the difficulties, 
we believe that the actual trends and 
the general favour a new, 
democratic policy, and that the 
peoples do have the necessary 

to secure their peace and in- 
dependence. 

4: Now, this is a question which, of 
course, concerns us in Israel but 
which 15 also of broad interest in the 
Christian world and the Moslem 
world too. You in Rumania are 
recognized for your policy of 
religious and national tolerance with 
regard to all the groups living in 
your country. How has this policy 
contributed to the general progress 
of your society? 

A: I would rather divide my 
answer in two parts. 

First, I would say that once we 
started building Socialism in 
Rumania, we paid special attention 
to raising the cultural standards of 
all the citizens in our homeland, 
irrespective of their nationality. We 
devoted special care to the develop- 
ment of education, science and 
culture, and generally, to providing 
opportunities for all citizens fully to 
benefit from knowledge and science, 
to enjoy full and equal opportunities 
to attend any kind of school in order 
to improve their level of learning in 
every field. I have to tell you that 
this activity has played an manera 
part in training our personnel for 
every domain, in improving the 
degree of understanding and con- 
sciousness of the masses; this is 
reflected in the support given by the 
people as a whole to the policy of the 
Rumanian Communist Party, in the 
way in which the programme for the 
building of the multilaterally 
developed Socialist society is being 


. carried into effect. 


‘As for religious freedom, we have 
always set out from the premise that 
all the citizens of our country, 
irrespective of their nationality, are 
entitled to enjoy the freedom of 
choosing and practising a certain 
faith.

MEETING RUMANIA’S

A: I think that, considering the 
present deadlock, Israel is called 
upon to adopt an appropriate at- 
titude and to take measures that are 
likely to be a fitting reaponse to 
President Sadat's initiative.

Q: As you said, Mr. President, the 
Palestinian question is the crux of 
the dispute and conflict. You have 
had summit contacts with both sides. 
It is known that in every instance 
you conducted frank and open talks, 
expressing your opinion and offering 
your advice, relying on your in- 
timate knowledge of the situation. 

Knowing Israel's feelings with 
regard to the PLO, and the public 
stands of each side, what can you tell 
both the Palestinians and Israel? 
What can be done to break the pre- 
sent deadlock? 

A: The Palestinian question is, in- 
deed, the essential factor. And the 
achievement of a just and lasting 
peace in the Middle Hast depends on 
it. Therefore, one should set out from. 
the need to provide the conditions for 
the Palestinian people to organize 
their own independent life, and to be 
able to decide how to govern 
themselves in the future, with whom 
will they collaborate and in what 
form. Doubtless, a future Palesti- 
njan state and the State of Israel will 
have to establish relations of 
collaboration and, in the longer 
term, of active collaboration. 

T think that one should start from 
the realities in the Middle East, from 
the need for two states — Israel and 
the Palestinian Arab state — to live 
together in good-neighbourly 
relations and, in perspective, in ac- 
tive collaboration on the territory 
generically called Palestine. Such a 
solution to the question cannot en- 
danger the existence of Israel and it 
must not endanger the existence of a 
Palestinian state. On the contrary, 
this is imperative for a just peace in 
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the Middle East. 

Of course, it is known that, over 
the years, 8. state of tension and 
animosity has been created. Setting 
out from this, the ways must be 
found to eliminate the factors of ten- 
sion, This requires courage — that 
the peoples be told things openly, as 
they actually are. It is necessary to 
tell the Israeli people clearly that, if 
they wish peace, they should alao 
recognize the Paiestinian people's 
right to peace and to free existence, 

8: You say it takes courage to tell 
the people how the real situation is. 
Is this courage also required of the 
Palestinian leaders, who should tell 
their people that a Palestinian state 
must coexist with the State of Israel, 
and ft must have good relations with 
Israel. Briefly, do you Mr. President 
ask of both sides the same thing? 

A: No doubt. this calla for both 
sides, for all the states in the Middle 
East that are involved in the present 
conflict, to move towards peace bas- 
ed on equality, mutual respect for in- 
aependence and sovereignty, 
collaboration and good-neighbourly 
relations, 

As I understood President Sadat's 
initiative, it was directed precisely 
to that end, and he took the respon- 
sibility to tell clearly to the Egyptian 
People, to the Arab peoples, to the 
Israeli people and to other peoples 
that a new policy must be in- 
augurated, that one must pass from 
the policy of confrontation, of mutual 
negation, to a policy of peace, 
mutual recognition, good- 


_neighbourly coexistence and peace. 


fn my opinion, the heads of state, 
the governments, the statesmen 


must have the courage not only to 
declare wars and maintain military 
to assume

I am convinced that all peoples 


will support those statesmen and 
leaders who will work for peace, so 
as to engure new relations which 
should preclude military confron- 
tations for their own people and for 
the neighbouring peoples alike. 

9: Mr. Ceausescu, you are δ man 
of peace who has always supported 
international peace and collabora- 
tion. You have helped much, es- 
pecially in the last few montha, the 
dialogue and process of negotiations. 
You have recently met every 
representative element of influential 
political opinion in Israel, the 
Labour Party, Mapam, the govern- 
ment represented by Begin and 
Dayan. There are many differences 
of opinfon among those political 
forces, but there is a likely unanimi- 
ty on the PLO problem — nobody is 
ready to think of the PLO as a possi- 
ble in . What, in 
your opinion, is the way out of this 
situation? It is clear that no progress 
can be made if both sides remain en- 
trenched in their present positions. 

A: I believe that it is necessary to 
discuss openly in Israel the proposi- 
tion that peace is conditioned on the 
settlement of the Palestinian ques- 
tion. The Israeli people must be told 
frankly that peace cannot be achiev- 
ed unless the state of affairs which 
has evolved over a long period of 
time 18 overcome and future 
relations are established on a new 


“basis. It ought to be usderstood in 
. this 


u that the PLO's par 
ticipation in the discussions is a 
neceagsity. Just as the Israeli people 
elect their leaders to represent 
them, the Palestinians are the ones 
to decide who must represent them. 
Therefore talks must be conducted 
with those whom the people 
acknowledge as their represen- 


- tatives. There ts no other way of 


engineering peace and peaceful 
coexistence in the world. The very 
fact that we accept relations among 
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states having different socia 
systems and different outlook mus 
provide an understanding of the neec 
to create conditions for the PLO's 
participation on an equel footing ir 
the negotiations to be heid. 

The Israeli leaders, the politicians 
in Isracl, have declared of late that 
they wish to conduct negotiations 
without preconditions, that 
ev is negotiable. And they 
assert that in this framework 
solutions will be found to ail 
questions. Therefore, negotiations 
without preconditions should be 
started on the Palestinian question 
as well. St follows that during the 

solutions acceptable for 
both sides will have to be devised. 

4: Do you think, Mr. President, 
that Yasser Arafat would want to 
negotiate with Israel? That would 
mean acknowledging Israel's right 
to existence, and accepting Resolu- 
tion 242. 

A: You know well that the PLO has 
expressed more than once its 
willingness to go to Geneve, and 
Israel was the one to oppose It, ‘That 
move, the participation in the 
negotiations is a question the PLO 
has accepted by declaring its 
willingness to take in it. Ag a 
matter of fact, that was the véry aim 
of the Arab conference in Rabat. 

Actually, to participate in the 
Negotations means implicitly to 
accept the solutions that will be 
elaborated during the conference, 
which, undoubtedly, will have to 
take Into account the safeguardiiig of 
the Palestinians’ right to self- 
determination. The very fact of slt- 
fing at the negotiating table means 
mutual recognition. Certainly, perce 
cannot be conceived without ade- 
quate agreements, without adequate 


Somebody must make a start. Nor- 
mally, Israel should make it by 
recognizing the Palestinian right to 
self-determination, up to the es- 
tablishment of an independent state, 
and by accepting PLO participation 
in the negotiations on the in- 
stitutionalization of that right. 

(Ceausescu added here that for- 
mal PLO recognition of Israel should 
come once negotiations had started 
and before any treaty was conclud- 
ed. D.L.) 

@: Would you like to say 
something about Rumantan-U.S. 
relations in conection with your visit 
to America next week. (He leaves to- 
day. D.L.) 

A: The very visit to the U.S., at 
President Carter's invitation, is an 
expression of the good relations 
between Rumania and the U.S. Con- 
siderable progress has been made in 
recent years in the development of 
Rumanian-U.58. economic exchanges 
and in carrying out cooperative ven- 
tures, such as joint companies, The 
fact that over the last eight years the 
economic exchanges between our 
countries have increased more than 
eightfold highlights the progress of 
our economic relations. Likewise, 
the contacts in science, technology, 
culture, the exchanges of persons 
have intensified, and a considerable 
number of agreements and conven- 
tions have been signed. All this 
enables us to say that the relations 
between Rumania and the U.S. have 
reached a level from which new and 
broad prospecta are opening for the 
future.

Pessah tourist season

Deapite feara that the military in- 
cursion in Lebanon and the ἘΠ Al 
strike would result {n masaive 
cancellations by tourists, most 
hoteliers are looking forward to a 
lucrative Pessah holiday. However, 
there are stil] rooms available for 
Israelis who would like to go away 
for the holiday. - 

Moshe Amir, director of the Israel 
Hote] Association, told The Post that 
hardly any visitors were dissuaded 
from coming to Israel by tension in 
the region. As for the ἘΠῚ ΑἹ strike, 
other airlines were bringing in more 
and larger planes and there would be 
virtually no scheduled groups which 
would not be able to come. 

He said that most hotels in 
Jerusalem, Eilat and Tiberias were 
fully booked for the holiday, with 
rooms still available in Tel Aviv. On 
the whole, he said, there were fewer 
Israelis spending the holiday in 
hotels, as ἃ result of generally higher 
prices. 

Uzi Werner, general manager of 
the IRH- Israel Resort Hotels chain 
and chairman of the association's 
tourist promotion committee, stress- 
ied that Israelia who would like to go 
‘to a hotel for Peasah may well be 
Pleasantly surprised to find that 


prices are lower than they had im- 
agined. While not quoting any 
specific rates, Werner said that the 
local guest would certainly get his 
money's worth. 

There were atill rooms and seats at 
seder services available in many 
hotels. He suggested that would-be 
guests call a few hotels before com- 
ing to a decision as to where they 
would like to stay. 


The Dan Hotel chain reports that 
most hotels have 75 to 80 per cent oc- 
cupancy for the holiday, with the 
King David almost 100 per cent full, 
Tel Aviv‘'s Sheraton and Hilton 
Hotels both report they are tully 
booked for Peasah. In Safad, there 
are no rooms left at the picturesque 
Rimon Inn. 

Meanwhile, if the El Al strike does 
continue, hotel owners are concern- 
ed that tourista who insist on flying 
the national airline for security 
reasons may postpone their visits. 
Amir said that despite the many 
differences with ἘΠ Al on the subject 
of charters, the hotels owners view 
the airline as a valuable contributor 
to Israel's tourism. 

He added that the asaociatior sees 
the government's action in suspen- 
ding flights as justified, if it will 
result in the proper functioning of 
the airline. 


Electric Corp. reports a 
IL43.2m. loss for half year

. TEL AVIV. — The Israel Electric 


Corporation concluded the first half 
of the 1977/78 fiscal year with a loss 
of IL43.2m. Last year the company 
reported 2 profit of IL.27,5m. for the 
comparable period. 

Sales of electricity to industrial 
and residential consumers reached 
IL1.78b., an increase of IL440m. 
Financing costs, which rose by about 
22 per cent, were one of the reasons 
for the corporation's loss. 

‘The company is a government cor- 
poration, but the bulk of the outstan- 
ding shares are held by large in- 
stitutional investors. The share 
capital, unlike that of many of the 
larger companies registered on the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, has not 
been increased over a decade. It 
seems that the failure of the corpora- 
tion to expand its own means is also 
having a negative effect on results. 

On the other hand the company 
borrows heavily to offset its high 
capital equipment investments 
which it needs to meet the growing 
need for electricity. 

The ratio of long-term debt to equi- 
ty is 10:1. In keeping with the 
original concession, the Electric 
Corporation is supposed to set elec- 
tricity rates at a level that allows 
management to pay an eight

Lower purchase taxes were to offset VAT, but... 
Merchants keep up prices in 
spite of drop in purchase tax

The abolition or reduction of 
purchase taxes has only 4 minimal 
effect on the consumer price of the 
goods involved, according to a 
memorandum prepared by 
economist Yoram Gabbai of the 
State Revenue Administration. 

The memorandum says that the 
reduction of the purchase taxes 
which in the framework of the New 
Economic Policy was to give partial 
compensation for the increase in 
value added tax, had little effect on 
the price of goods. Gabbai in- 
vestigated only goods on which the 
reduction of purchase taxes was 15 
per cent or more, 

Even in the of these substan- 
tial reductions, the profits apparent- 
ly went into the pockets of the in- 
termedlaries and producers. 

According to Gabba! and his assia- 
tant, Esther Abramson, their fin- 
dings have important implications 
for the continuation of a policy in- 
tended to substitute VAT for 
purchase taxes. The two economists 
think further investigation is needed 
to determine whether it is not more 
‘desirable to maintain purchase tax- 
together with the existing level of 
VAT, so as not to cause price in- 
creases while tax revenue remains 
practically unchanged. 

The authors of the study are aware 
that their investigation was carried 
out only a short time after the in- 
troduction of the New Economic 
Policy, 50 that in the longer run the 
trends may be different. Gabbai 
Says that in a free enterprise 
economy the reduction of purchase 
taxes should lead to lower prices, but 


perhaps the Israel{ economy is not 
competitive enough for that. 

An example included in the study 
Shows that in paper and cardboard 
products prices rose at the same rate 
as throughout the economy, although 
purchase taxes were reduced from 
between 47.5 and 30 per cent to zero. 

Similarly, furniture prices rose 
more than the average, although 
purchase taxes, which formerly 
were 20-37.5 per cent, were 
eliminated. The same happened with 
mattresses, bathtubs and cosmetics. 

The prices of household articles, 
which have an import component of 
50 per cent. as well as those of 
Plywood and gramophone records, 
rose less than the average. 

Similarly, the reduction of 
purchase taxes on the Inputs of 
building materials reduced the price 
of the latter, but it is doubtful 
whether they had any effect on the 
price of the final product — 
apartments.

THE TERRORIST scare, which led to a massive manhunt on 
Sunday night, was, fortunately, only a scare. Whether it was a 
prank or a deliberate hoax by hostile sources remains under in- 
vestigation. Certainly there was no humour in this incident, if it 
was the job of pranksters, only ἃ gruesome irresponsibility. 

The large-scale alert that was put into effect was carried out 
swiftly and smoothly. Coordination between the police and the 
army was visible and effective, showing the lessons learned 
from the coastal road attack last month. All of the various 
security arms, including the Border Police, Civil Defence, Civil 
Guards and the regular army and police unita were brought into 
the menhunt effort with skilled efficiency. 
an action of this kind, when the air is filled with rumours 
and false reports, it 15 al! the more difficult for the responsible 
Officials to sift out the reliable information and obtain a clear 
focus in order to prevent over reactions. 

On the whole the army and police chiefs met this challenge 
successfully. i might be questioned whether the residents of 
Ashkelon should have been ordered into their bomb shelters. It 
ig after ali far from clear that a bomb shelter is an appropriate 
piace of refuge except for homb attacks. 

Perhaps now that the lessons of coordination between police 
and army appear to have been learned, security officials should 
review the different levels of alerts that could be applied. Refin- 
ing the operating procedures to allow for more scaled responses 
would not only save on manpower, but would also help keep in 
check the rumour syndrome which always raises the level of

THE NEW WAVE of high schoo! 
courses on the Holocaust in the U.S. 
ig raising complaints from 
Organizations of German- 
Americans, who worry that teaching 
about the Nazis may foster a bad at- 
mosphere toward them. 

According to a bulletin produced 
by the American Jewish Committee. 
the Reverend Hans Haug in 
Philadelphia wants the parts about 
the Holocaust to be “condensed” and 
Information on Communist mass 
murder in Russja and China to be 
added, lest pupils think that 
genocide is solely a ‘Teutonic 
crime.“’ 

On the other hand, Prof. Philip 
Reiss, a German-Americen who 
teaches history in New York, states 
that Jews favour teaching about the 
Holocaust as a reminder to all people 
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and not to generate ill-will toward 
their fellow Americans of German 
origin. 

Other ethnic groups have charged 
that emphasizing the Holocaust 
slights the mass murder of Polish in- 
tellectuais or Serbian peasants. And 
some blacks view their people's suf- 
ferings as the “ultimate genocidal 
crime.”" 

Many high schoolers in New York 
City are nevertheless currently 
studying about the Holocaust in their 
history or social studies classes. If 
the experiment succeeds, the subject 
will become a requirement in all 
high schools this fall. 

Meanwhile, American neo-Nazi 
and right-wing organizations and 
individuals are presqure on 
NBC-TV to cancel its four-part 
“Holocaust” special. The March edi- 
tion of the newspaper "Voice of Ger- 
man Americans" bears the headline, 
“NBC pians to broadcast 8-hour 
Holocaust drama. opposition 
mobilizes."" 

According to the lead article, 
“despite numerous protests, NBC 
has refused to cancel ita proposed 
broadcast of a controversial 8-hour 
monstrosity entitled ‘Holocaust.’ 
Instead, they plan to air it over a 
four-day period beginning Sunday, 
April 16, and ending, sentimentally 
enough, on Wednesday. April 19, 
three days before the anset of 
Passover." 

Claiming hat the programme ts a 
“grandiose attempt to perpetrate 
anti-German bias" the article states 
that “espectaliy since the recent 
widespread distribution of Prof. 
Arthur Butz's conclusive refutation 
of the ‘Holocaust' myth, many 
Americans are disturbed that a ma- 
jor network would have the audacity 
to embark on ἃ propaganda cam- 
paign based on antlGerman and 
anti-gentile lies and distortions."

They will also have 
discovered that such alternative ser- 
vices are often superior both in punc- 
tuality and in quality of service. 

Part of this attitude may well be 
due to perverse snobbism: if it's ἃ 
Jewish airline, say we snobs, it can- 
not be much good. But a good part of 
it is based on facts: when it comes to 
service — not to the State of Israel or 
to the hundreda of crew-members 
and thousands of freeloaders who 
travel El Al every year — but to the 
passengers who provide their bread 
and butter, it really is not that good. 

Once El ΑἹ is in operation again 
management and crews will have to 
hustle to regain a good part of the 
clientele which they will have lost as 
ἃ. result of the shutdown. 

But why all these generalizations? 
Let me cite chapter and verse from a 
random sample of one, myself. I am 
not a frequent world traveller, but in 
the past two years I have had occa- 
sion to fly by El Al three times. One 
flight took off three hours late; a se-

TRUE, ail airlines have mechanical 
breakdowns and it is infinitely better 
to be delayed a few hours than 
have one or two engines shut down 
while in the air. There is also no 
gainsaying the fact that Hl Al has 
maintained an enviable safety 
record over the years. But a record 
of three out of three major delays or 
scratched flights also says 
something about the reliability of ite 
service, 

‘True again, ἘΠῚ ΑἹ is a small airline 
and has no back-up planes itke its 
larger competitors, to rush into ser- 
vice when one of its reguiar flights is 
held up for emergency maintenance 
and repairs. But if that 18 the case it 
should perhapa not insist se preten- 
tlously on maintaining such a tight 
schedule. The fact that it does is an 
indication of the relative weight its 
Management has accorded to the 
sometimes conflicting goals of main- 
talning national and company 
prestige, making a profit, and 


Placing the blame 
for public nuisances

ON NOVEMBER 24, 1976, the 
minister of health replied in the 
Knesset to a question I asked about 
the dangerous nuisance of air pollu- 
tion and noxious odours emanating 
from an electro-chemical plant south 
of Acre. 

In hfs reply the minister reviewed 
briefly the steps taken by his office 
and remarked: “Unfortunately, in 
spite of the position taken by our 
representative in the regional plan- 
ning committee, the construction of 
new apartment blocks too close to 
the piant has iately been 
authorized.” 

The remark characterized a 
familiar phenomenon in this coun- 
try. Local and regional planning 
committees are responsible for in- 
tolerable environmental situations, 
since in many places they authorize 
residential building near nolsy and 
polluting factories, fuel stations, 
slaughterhouses, sports grounds, 
public clubs and so on. And by so do- 
ing they show contempt for the law 
and the legitimate rights of citizens, 

It would not be possible to describe 
all the instances in which the plan- 


ning authorities are to blame for” 


nuisances, Instead, we will single out 
a few outstanding examples: 

Apartments were built a few years 
ago close to the municipal 
slaughterhouses in Ramat Gan, Bnei 
Brak and Givatayim. The residents 
— some 350 families — complain 
bitterly of bad odours. In each case 
they assumed, when the erection of 
their houses was licensed, that the 
authorities planned to have the ad- 
joining slaughterhouse moved to 
another place. Today the 
rourdcipalities explain that the 
removal) is a matter for negotiations 
with another I¢cal authority and will 
take more time, ‘‘which cannot be 
measured by months.” 

In Rehovot, homes for young 
eouples were built right next to a 
basketball court. And everybody 
knows how nolsy basketball games 
necessarily are. There is the added 
nuisance of floodlights when games 
are played at night. One doesn't need 
much imagination to guess how hap- 
py the residents are. 


FOR YEARS the residents of 
Berzhiya, Ktar Shmaryahu and 
Ra’anana have been complaining 
about the intolerable noise created 
by planes that use the Herzltya air- 
tield. Very few know that on January 
1, 1973, Yehuda Rabin, chief of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration, 
addressed the Mayor of Herzliya and 
the Regional Planning Committee on 
the question of residential buildings 
that were planned to go up east of the 
alrtield. Rabln pointed out that ‘“'the 
people who one day live in these 
houses will be exposed to noise caus- 
ed by the planes taking off from the 
airfield In an eastern direction and 
coming in to land from the north- 
east." 

The planning authorities ignored 
the warning. Today, some 500 young 
families, which include several 
babies, live to the east of the airfield. 
They are suffering from the nojse, 
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The citizen asks 


which undermines their health. 

In the last few years many 
apartments were δι δὲ close to the 
Ossem factory in Bnei Brak and the 
Keshet plant in Ramat Gan. Hun- 
dreds of families living in these 
buildings complain of the noise, air 
pollution and bad odours. They have 
signed petitions and organized 
public demonstrations. According to 
a physician who lives near the 
Keshet plant, the rate of diseases of 
the respiratory tract is considerably 
higher fn that area than it should be. 

Right now, in Haifa, a petrol sta- 
tion and new apartment houses are 
being built next to each other. Ex- 
‘perience tells us that when the 
residents enter their flats, they will 
complain about bad smells, noise 
and air pollution. 


THE ABOVE are only a few typical 
examples. There can be no doubt 
that industrial plants, gas stations, 
slaughterhouses, sports grounds, 
etc. are vital to modern saciety. But 
why do the planning authorities 
allow them to be situated in residen- 
tial areas, or permit dwellings to be 
constructed near them? If the jand is 
precious and should be exploited for 
residential purposes, then permits 
should not be granted to nuisance 
focuses; and in cases where these 
focuses already exist, they should be 
removed. If, on the other hand, the 
enterprise is economically or social- 
ly im t and must, for some 
reason or other, remain where it is, 
then no residentia) buildings should 
be erected near it. 


The Law for Prevention of 
Nuisances, 1961 (the famous 
“Kanowiltz Law"), says: “It shall 
not be a defence... that the nuisance 
existed before the plaintiff's occupa- 
tion or ownership of the immovable 
property affected hereby.” 

From a legal as well aa a medical 
point of view, the complainant's 
right prevails. 

None the less, when a court is call- 
ed upon to intervene, the judge will 
usuaily refrain from ordering the 
removal of the enterprise. In view of 
the fait accompli, the court will try 
to “balance the convenience,” and 
will weigh the legitimate interests of 
both parties. In the end, only partial 
remedy will be given to the plaintiff; 
and the problem will not be solved. 

The pi committees, whose 
decisions brought the nuisance 
about, are not party to the inevitable 
conflict. 

Tt is high time thet these com- 
mittees try to prevent the creation of 
foreseeable nuisances, at the plan- 
ning stage, when they can be 
stopped. And the planning 
authorities should be legally reapon- 
ailble for nuisances that they 
themselves have brought about.
